2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the method 
of printing of Group II does not require all the limitations of the matte toner, which are 
present in claim 1 of Group I. The Printer of Group III does not require the limitations of 
the printing steps, as described in claim 18 of Group II, nor does it require the limitations 
of the matte toner, which are present in claim 1 of Group I. 
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3. A telephone call was made to Brian Pangrie during the week of 08/04/2008 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
